FAIRFAX (Early) — The quality berry. A favorite in quality and productiveness. 
Originated and. introduced with Dorsett, now widely known and planted: The ber- 
ries are exceptionally large all through tke fruiting season, and very firm. Plant 
Fairfax for its superb flavor, large size and universal demand. 


BIG JOE (Midseason) — One of the most popular shipping berries on nearly all 
large markets. It is a strong grower, making plenty of plants for a good fruiting bed. 
The berries are large, bright red and have large, light green caps, which makes 
the berries very attractive and adds to the selling price. The quality is good and the 
berries are quite firm. It is a good shipper and equally good for fancy local market 
purposes. One of the most productive. 


CATSKILL (MidseaSon to Late) —- A Sure Cropper. The largest, most productive, 
and most profitable mid-season berry.

Catskill is a cross of Marshall and Premier and must take its fruiting abilities after 
Premier for it is a heavy producer and in tests made has even outyielded that variety 
and seems to be second to none in yield under normal conditions. The berries are 
large in size, bright red in color with a bright green cap that makes an attractive 
appearance and cf excellent quality and flavor. The plant growth is unusually vigor- 
ous with long fibrous roots that penetrate deep into the soil making them drouth 
resistant. The foliage is healthy and vigorous, makes plants freely. 


are medium to large in size, dark red in color, but only moderately firm in texture. 
New York is a home garden berry. It is the only strawberry we know of that is 
sweet before it gets red. We have many calls for New York from those whose health 
does not permit them to eat berries which are in any way tart or acid in quality. 


CORSICAN — This berry is exactly the same as New York. 


RED STAR (Very Late) — A new extremely late variety, originated by Dr. George 
Darrow of the U. S. Depertment of Agriculture. Very large, firm, bright red berries, 
with good flavor. Vigorcus grower, very productive. Red Star is recommended for 
all the northern States, and as far south as Virginia and west to Missouri. Red 
Star is really a great addition to the Strawberry variety list, filling a definite need 
for an extra late variety of very high quality.

BLUEBERRY PLANTS 


The large cultivated Blueberry seemingly has unlimited possibilities as a fresh 
fruit or a canned berry. They have a place in every farm and home garden lot. We 
list below the best of the present day varieties. 

Blueberries require an acid scil containing an abundance of peat or other parti- 
ally rotted vegetable matter. They need a moderate supply of soil moisture, and 


good drainage. 
Where natural blueberry soil is not available ideal conditions can be created 


by mixing with the surface soil a liberal quantity of peat moss or partially rotted 
leaves or sawdust or chip dirt from an old woodpile. 
Our Bearing-Ag~ Blueberry Plants usually bear some berries the first year 
planted. They last..a-lfetime. Plant two or more different varieties for pollination. 
Plant 4 feet apart in rows 6 to 8 feet apart. 


CABOT (Early, Low Bush). Bush is rather low and spreading, seldom reaching 
a height of four feet. One of earliest varieties, with firm fruit. 


CONCORD (Midseason Beauty). Upright bush often exceeds six feet at maturity. 
Young growth has beautiful red wood. Medium berries of excellent flavor. Pro- 
ductiveness favored by many experienced growers. 

RANCOCAS (Dependable Midseason). Medium berries ripen about two weeks 
after Cabot. Bush is tall, vigorous and attractive. Excellent shipper liked for its 
dependable productiveness. 

JERSEY (ideal Late Variety). Large, light blue berries of best shipping quality. 
Vigorous fine bush with excellent cold resistance. Erect, productive, beautiful foliage.

Mastodon makes a very vigorous healthy plant growth, with strong robust 
individual plants. ‘his May partly explain its ability to come through under tougn 
conditions. Other varieties may be better or poorer under varying conditions, but 
Mastodon almost never lets you down entirely. 

The heavy foliage often 
protects the berries so that they continue until long after the first frosts have come.

Berries are large, 
long and pointed—in appearance it looks like the Missionary berry that is so well 
known in the South. Berries are dark in color and perfectly red clear through—no 
green tips. Fruit is firm and very sweet. 


BRUNES MARVEL (Everbearing) — This is another new variety of everbearing 
Strawberry that differs from all others in this way: For you folks who cannot 
eat other varieties of Strawberries, can eat this one. No acid, and about all sugar. 
This variety wili not cause a rash like others do on some folks. It’s really so sweet 
that no sugar is needed. Mild and smooth. Seeds are so small that they are hardly 
noticed. Berries iarge, bright red, and bears 60 days after set, and is still at it 
when it commences to snow.
